School Boards have long lists of needs - whether text books, computers, teacher training, classroom supplies, 
substitute teachers, pa)' for special education aids. Each district's needs are somewhat different. However, School 
Boards are doing their best to address the complex job of helping all kids succeed, and we, the citizens, are watch 
dogging that process at the local level.

Lots of examples were given where cuts could/should possibly be made. 

From the SlOmillion (federal project) rocket launch facility, to Railbelt Energy Funds, S350,000 
South High's Booster Club request dust control in Nenana, relection ponds and Fairbanks Dog 
Park - lots more examples. People who have dug a little into it and can not believe what 
legislators did with pet projects and with requests for funding projects on the heels of promises 
of no more state funds to sustain some of these existing projects. And on the heels of campaigns 
that promised recognition of government's proper role. 

Reporters are asking about some of the obvious ones, including ADN pointing out Manly airport 
relocate for a couple million... which I hear would be used to accomodate some who want to fly 
in but just don't want to drive through the community. (It's an example of something obvious that 
we need to look at and ask: it's it an absolute necessity THIS year?

We met today with Dennis Watson, Mayor of Craig, and Steve Silver to discuss 
the State's position on TLMP, among other things. They are quite concerned 
about certain portions of the State's letter to the Forest Service, particularly 
the treatment of the Annual Harvest Level and the Conservation Guidelines. I 
responded that I thought their interpretation of the letter and our objectives 
was too restrictive. 

They reiterated their request for a high level meeting with the Administration, 
hopefully including the Governor. I was non-committal about the Governor's 
involvement pending further discussions. However, I did mention that we had 
talked internally about meetings and other mechanisms to obtain industry 
and community input on a regular basis. 

If we have not done so already, I would recommend scheduling a meeting with 
the appropriate folks to discuss the State's letter and next steps. I think that 
this would be useful for all concerned and would help avoid any alienation of 
the industry and their allies. 

Incidently, they predicted that, in the absence of remedial action by the Forest 
Service, two of the mills would disappear over the next two years. Watson and 
Silver believe that the State, as a cooperating agency, must take a strong 
position with the Forest Service to avoid this and to build upon the 
recommendations in our letter.

Governor: 

I wasn't aware of this particular effort until late last week as well. As you 
know, the Russian River is the site of an extremely dense sport fishery for sockeye 
salmon, and also the site of frequent bear-human interactions (some of them lethal 
to bears and harmful to people) . While potentially unorthodox, or at least 
unexpected, this dye-marking program is an attempt to better identify those bears 
that are problems before they become so habituated as to likely cause injury. Of 
course, people should be wary and careful of all bears, but being able to easily 
identify particular bears will help the public accurately report interactions with 
these bears that are suspected of becoming problems. 

Below is an explanation of this effort from our Division of Wildlife Conservation 
staff. Please let me know if you need more information. 



The plan to mark certain individual brown bears at the Russian River is part of an 
interagency effort [in conjunction with the Forest Service and the Fish S Wildlife 
Service) to improve public safety and reduce bear/human conflicts that occur in 
association with the famous Russian River sport fishery each summer. 

The reason the scheme to mark bears with dye and install fish carcass grinders 
appeared in the SDN (and the Empire) is because Wildlife Conservation staff were 
trying to be proactive, getting information in front of the public before the 
salmon run draws crowds to the area. 

There are a number of bears that are habituated to humans along the Russian, and 
the river receives intense pressure from 'combat fishermen' each year. This 
juxtaposition leads to frequent bear-human encounters, and because of the 
inexperience of many visitors around bears and the tendency to be fearful of them, 
we have unfortunate incidents on the river most years. One manifestation of this 
is the tendency for bears to be wounded or killed by people who fear for their own 
safety, often when the bears are offering no particular threat. 

As the result of such killings in the past we have had several instances of young 
bears being orphaned, and these often survive by feeding on fish caught by humans 
along the river. This ranges from stealing fish that have been landed to bluffing 
fishermen out of fish they are catching, to eating discarded butchered fish 
carcasses. These bears lose their fear of humans and are often in close proximity 
to people along the bank. 

The management agencies need to track how bears are interacting with people, and it 
is important to be able to differentiate between individuals in case certain bears 
develop bad habits. People have a poor record of being able to distinguish 
individual bears based on pelage characteristics, scars, or other features (even 
ear tags) . The proposal to dye mark certain bears is an attempt to help agency 
staff keep people and bears safe this season by allowing us to monitor behavior 
more reliably than has been possible in the past- 
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We would not be marking these bears except for the extreme potential for human-bear 
interactions on this stream, and it is one part of an interagency attempt to reduce 
the type of problems seen in past years. All the agencies are interested in 
increasing the safety of both people and bears in this situation.

JUNEAU - House Democrats sent a letter (attached) Tuesday evening to Gov. Sarah Palin urging her to make the restoration 
of Senior Care a priority for the fall special session. Efforts to continue providing critical assistance to thousands seniors were 
thwarted by House Republicans during the regular legislative session. Democrats will host a press conference in Anchorage, 
Fairbanks and Juneau at 1 1 a,m. Wednesday to discuss this important issue. 



House Democrats tried three times to prevent the cancellation of an important, monthly payment plan for low income seniors, 
Alaska Senior Care. That plan provides monthly payments to thousands, and is scheduled to end June 30. (See linked articles 
below). 



"This isn't an argument for politicians or partisans," said House Democratic Leader Beth Kerttula. "This is about doing the 
right thing so more than 6,000 senior Alaskans don't have to choose between medicine and rent or between food and heat. 
When it's easy to do the right thing, there's simply no excuse to fail," 



"We should stand up for our seniors. Blocking votes on this issue isn't the kind of leadership Alaskans want," said Rep. Les 
Gara (D -Anchorage). 
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House Democrats previously called for the fall special session to reform Alaska's oil taxes, and they hope the Governor 
will agree to add this issue to the special session call. 



Last Tuesday Democrats attempted to add funding to the budget to continue the current Senior Care plan for another year. 
That vote failed along party lines. 



The next day, on the final day of session, Democrats called for votes on two other bills that would have extended these senior 
payments. Democratic attempts to bring those bills to the floor were also killed on party-line votes. 



"This is not a controversial issue," said Rep. Max Gruenberg (D- Anchorage). "A poll shows that most Alaskans and more 
than 80 percent of the people in my district support assistance for seniors. Taking care of our seniors is an Alaskan priority." 



If Senior Care is restored during a special session payments would be continued, and could be made retroactive to July of this 
year to protect seniors who will stop receiving these payments on July 1.

Question 1: Based on the BACs decision to privatize Hat-Maid what is the interim plan to 
buy local milk should the dairy quit before another bottling plant is up and running? 



Responseto Question 1; If Mat-Maid is privatized purchase of milk from the producers may 
be on-going. This of course would depend on the terras and conditions of any sale and the 
private operator's intentions. The BAC is well aware of the position the producers would 
be in if the sale was immediate and milk purchases were to be curtailed prior to Mat Maid 
continuing its operation under a new owner or the proposed new dairy in Palmer started 
purchasing milk. We supported the 5600,000 for either a soft landing or a transition 
period to a privatized dairy. The worst case scenario is a liquidation of Mat-Maid assets. 
The goal is a reasoned ratcheting down so the producers have time to deal with it as best 
possible. Will there be problems, yes. However, if Mat Maid can operate until the new 
dairy is operational it provides a bridge to help the producers. ' 
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Question 2: Do you feel that agriculture is a viable future business for the State to 
invest in? 



Response to Question 2: Wo one can predict the future. However, we can provide 
comprehensive directions for the agricultural industry and a positive environment to 
foster growth. A strategic plan that provides comprehensive direction will allow both the 
agricultural industry and the State to forge a solid relationship so that industry can 
grow and prosper. Over the past years the industry shows an overall increased growth in 
most commodities, including all feed crops (such as barley, hay and oats) , all vegetables 
(such as potatoes) and other crops (including greenhouse and nursery), but dairy products 
and all meat animals were down. We have success stories in Alaska grown products with 
potential new markets developing in Alaska such as use by the cruse ship industry. We must 
continue to support our successes and provide for new potential development as well as 
expansion where appropriate. We must tap or resources such as the University and others to 
build a stable and viable industry.

The state travel regulations allow for payment of transportation coats, 
lodging and meal allowances for travelers while traveling on state 
business or for a state purpose. The state may pay for you and your 
family to attend to state business and various functions relating to 
your duties and responsibilities as Governor.

I have continued to talk with the Department of Defense about the possibility of 
your traveling to the MidEast to meet Alaska troops stationed there. 

At the moment, there are two basic options. First, there is a good possibility that 
you could travel to Kuwait, with a quick visit to Iraq, in early to mid June. This 
would not be a full blown DoD tour. Rather, you and a Democratic Governor (if 
available) would travel by commercial airline in the company of a DoD escort. I 
don't think that the full spectrum of briefings would occur, and the main focus of 
your trip would be Kuwait not Iraq or Afghanistan. 

The second option would be DoD's complete package consisting of extensive 
briefings here followed by travel on a military aircraft and possible trips to Kuwait, 
Iraq, and Afghanistan. Because of the intense heat now beginning in the MidEast, 
this trip would not occur until the fall. More Governors would probably be involved. 

The fall trip has the obvious advantage of being more comprehensive and more 
convenient. However, it might occur around the time of a possible special session of 
the Leglislature. The June possibility would focus on Kuwait, where most of the 
Alaska National Guard troops are located. But, you would not get the full flavor of 
the MidEast conflict, and travel by commercial air would be more arduous. 

I have discussed all of this with General Campbell. He recommends that you travel 
now. Your principal focus would be on meeting members of the Alaska National 
Guard in Kuwait. General Campbell indicates that they will most likely remain 
there until the November-December time period. However, other elements of the 
MidEast situation could change. 

Before proceeding further, I request your guidance. DoD is prepared to pursue 
which ever option you would prefer.

Rural Issues Talking Points 



May 23, 2007 



Commercial Fishing- Issues: 



Lack of markets in remote rural areas. 



* Despite some improvement, substantial market difficulties still exist in remote rural 
areas for salmon and herring. 

* There are some hright spots. For example, Ugashik set~netters appear to have pulled 

2 
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together adequate markets for their fish. The Yukon River this year will have a market 
for up to 100,000 pounds of summer chum salmon roe from Anvik and about 200,000 summer 
chum salmon from the lower Yukon. Kotzebue is expected to have a market for about 1 
million pounds. In 2005, the Aleutian Islands had their first significant pink salmon 
harvest since 1999. And the Coastal Villages Region Fund is planning a new fish 
processing plant at Platinum, which will allow better utilization of Kuskokwim area 
stocks . 



* And there are some problem areas. There were no herring fisheries in the AYK Region for 
2007, with the exception of 3-50 tons of herring for bait in Norton Sound Limited 
markets for herring resulted in only about two thirds of the allowable harvest of herring 
being taken at Togiak in 2007. in the Westward Region, there's a lack of infrastructure 
such as dock space, public ice machines, dock cranes, etc. that would help small fishing 
operations develop markets for their catch. And there still is little or no market for 
Kuskokwim River chum salmon. Both the Yukon and Kuskokwim Rivers will likely have 
harvestable surpluses of millions of chum salmon for which there is no market. 



ADFSG is working with local organizations on research and monitoring programs. 



* Community Development Quota (CDQ) groups are funding important projects in Bristol Bay 
and the AYK Region to study catch size, gather escapement data and do genetic research. 
We're working with the Bristol Bay Economic Development Corporation, the Yukon Delta 
Fisheries Development Association, the Coastal Village Regional Fund, the Kuskokwim Native 
Association, the Norton Sound Economic Development Corporation, the Kodiak Regional 
Aguaculture Association and numerous others. Many of these projects are funded by the 
federal Office of Subsistence Management. 



ADF&G is working to improve communication with rural residents regarding fishery 
management . 



* The Alaska Department of Fish and Game (ADFSG) has worked to develop numerous 
stakeholder groups with which to discuss fishery management and gain input from users. 

* Examples of these groups and efforts include weekly Yukon River Drainage Fishery 
Association meetings, the Kuskokwim River salmon Management Working Group, Prince William 
Sound Salmon Harvest Task Force, Southeast Alaska Seine Harvest Task Force (and similar 
groups for the gillnet and troll fisheries}, and Kodiak herring fishery preseason 
stakeholder meetings. 
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Sport Fishing Issues: 



Kodiak: 



* t0 ™ ° f Kodiak and six Villages are concerned with the development of a 
limited entry program for fresh and saltwater guides. Some residents support a limited 
entry system, while others do not. Some community members are concerned that a limited 
entry system will concentrate wealth and reduce the public's ability to receive rbart-^-r 
services, which will ultimately hurt the local economy. 

* Sport anglers, commercial and subsistence fishermen are concerned about the Litnik 
sockeye return, which has crashed. These fisheries have been closed for the majority of 
the past 4 seasons. J 

* Developing an enhancement project for king salmon along the Kodiak road system is an 
issue with Kodiak anglers, as well as anglers in Port Lions and Old Harbor, who would also 
like to see enhancement efforts in their communities. 



* Anchorage /North Gulf Coast/Prince William Sound: 



§ In these areas, many people are concerned about the impact of urban users on 

rural natural resources. For example, in Prince William Sound, sport anglers with boats 
that can go farther from port to find prime halibut fishing areas are causing 
consternation with some rural users (especially in areas like Chenega) . They see 
recreational anglers in greater numbers or in new areas and the impact their presence has 
on the rural fishing experience. Likewise, in Cordova, the new fast ferry makes it 
convenient for anglers to get to a once semi-inaccessible area and the growth of those 
fisheries is likely to increase. 



5 In Prince William Sound, some residents are concerned that the federal 

subsistence halibut regulations will negatively impact their ability to sport fish 
halibut. This same issue regarding higher federal limits and means and methods for salmon 
is an issue on the Copper River Delta. 
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* Kenai Peninsula; 



§ A number of rural users feel there are undue restrictions on their access to 

fish. In other words if they were the primary users they would be able to consumptively 
use the resource (for example, with fall spawning closures for Dolly Varden in Upper Kenai 
tributaries or tight limits on upper Kenai Rainbow Trout) . 



§ These same users object to the level of commercial harvest of northern bound 

sockeye and coho salmon in the central district. 



Bristol Bay: 



S Resource development (mining and offshore oil and gas development) and its 

impacts on fish and wildlife populations and on subsistence, recreational, and commercial 
fisheries are seen by many in the region as a threat. This is especially true in regards 
to the possible development of the Pebble Mine and its potential impacts on the fish and 
wildlife resources of the Hushagak and Iliamna drainages. 



§ Some rural residents have also expressed concern about the possible future 

implementation of limited entry on guided sport fisheries in the area and its impacts on 
opportunity and the local economy. 



§ The Kvichak drainage sockeye salmon is currently a Stock of Management Concern 

and recent low returns have impacted all user groups. Additionally, reductions of daily 
sport bag limits, based on escapements and in accordance with the Kvichak In-river Sockeye 
Salmon Management Plan have raised issues as to whether or not it will be necessary to 
reduce sport bag limits for conservation. 



* Interior : 



5 There is a perception among some rural residents that sport fisheries (or 

personal use and urban subsistence users) compete with rural subsistence users (and rural 
sport anglers) for fishing and harvest opportunities. This is usually the result of 
increasing use of an area by non-local (whether urban residents, non-residents or guided 
anglers! and/or a decrease in subsistence fishing opportunity due to declining abundance 
of target species. 



Another area of concern is maintaining access to sport fisheries in rural areas 
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and addressing some confusion by non-rural anglers as to which lands are public and which 
are private (Native corporation and private] when trying to participate in sport 



Predator Management: 



* Due to tradition, preference, availability, as well as the high cost of store-bought 
foods, rural Alaskans depend heavily on harvesting wild game. As such they are pragmatic 
about wildlife management and generally support predator management programs to increase 
the size of moose and caribou herds and to decrease competition between people and 
predators . * 

* Many^ rural residents would like to see expanded efforts by the State to reduce predator 
densities in their area. However, it is less widely recognized that the high cost and 
time necessary for collecting scientific data needed to defend such programs affects our 
ability to plan and implement predator control in new areas. 

* Also, since predator control is not allowed on Fish & Wildlife Service or Park Service 
lands, the state cannot effectively reduce predation in regions of the state with larae 
proportions of federal conservation unit lands. 



Subsistence : 



+ The state provides a preference for all Alaskans for subsistence. State subsistence 
regulations allow rural and non-rural residents to hunt and fish on all lands (private 
state, and federal) unless the federal government closes its lands to uses other than 
subsistence harvest by federally qualified individuals. 

* The state's approach protects the ability of rural residents who move to urban areas to 
continue subsistence activities in rural areas. It also protects the ability of rural 
residents not covered by a customary and traditional (C&T) use determination to continue 
subsistence activities on federal public lands, unless closed. Once the federal 
government adopts a CfcT determination for a species in an area, rural residents not 
covered by that determination can only subsistence bunt or fi3h on federal public lands 
under state regulations. 

* Haying dual wildlife regulatory systems (federal subsistence management overlaid on 
traditional state fish and wildlife management) continues to be an important issue for 
rural Alaskans. In many areas rural users are moving away from involvement in the state 
system because the federal subsistence program seems to grant the desires of rural 
residents, often at the expense of other Alaskans and sometimes to the detriment of the 
resource. 

* Paradoxically, since predator management is not allowed on federal refuges, parks and 
preserves, the federal system precludes attempts to increase wildlife abundance, which in 
turn exacerbates the tensions between local subsistence users and non-locals. 
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* Federal Subsistence Board 



S The Secretaries of Interior and Agriculture have proposed changes to the list of 

rural and "non-rural" determinations for communities based on the 2000 census and other 
factors an federal subsistence regulations. These revisions could affect Adak Prudhoe 
Bay and parts of the Kenai, Wasil la/ Palmer and Homer areas. Saxman has protested being 
listed as non-rural and part of Ketchikan; and a number of communities connected by road 
near Kenai might be lumped together. There has been widespread opposition to the Board's 
decision to authorize subsistence fisheries for residents of Ninilchik, Hope and Cooper 
Landing on the Kenai and Kasilof Rivers. Kodiak was proposed to change to non-rural but 
under_the final rule is still classified as rural. The State took no position on 
individual communities but protested the lack of evenhandednes s in the federal process 



§ The Federal Board continues to adopt regulations that duplicate State 

regulations and, thus, create confusion on the ground due to regulatory drift of the two 
sets of regulations because Federal lands are not marked on the ground. The duplicative 
regulations also establish a priority for rural residents that are not based on criteria 
to determine customary and traditional use and without determining the amount of use 
reasonably necessary for subsistence before restricting other uses. The State frequently 
protests the Board's inconsistent process and lack of factual evidence for determining 
customary and traditional uses (e.g., sporadic use anywhere is used instead of evidence of 
a community pattern of use) . 



Endangered Species Act 



* Polar Bear. The U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service (USFWS) proposed listing the polar bear 
as threatened throughout its entire range, solicited public comment, and expects to make a 
final decision by the end of this year. If it is listed, the Service will consider 
designating critical habitat along the north and west coastline of Alaska which could 
affect ongoing and proposed activities, such as shipping, oil and gas leasing, land and 
offshore developments. North Slope residents are very concerned about increasing erosion 
increasing late-summer ice free areas, and other effects of Arctic climate change, but the 
State does not believe listing the polar bear or designating critical habitat will be 
helpful and may actually be detrimental to conservation of polar bear. 

*Cook inlet Beluga. The National Marine Fisheries Service published a proposed rule to 
list Cook Inlet Beluga as Endangered with Extinction. If it is listed and critical 
habitat is designated in Cook Inlet, activities throughout the watershed of the entire 
Cook Inlet as well as in the marine areas could be subject to ESA permit stipulations or 
restrictions, such as recreational, personal use, and commercial fishing; waste water 
treatment of the Kenai Borough, City of Anchorage, Mat-Su Borough, and other communities- 
oil and gas leasing; proposed coal and other mining; the proposed Knik Bridge; fast ferry; 
small boat traffic, shipping, and other transportation activities both in the water and in 
the air. Communities throughout Cook Inlet could suffer economic impacts. The State is 
concerned that this listing is being proposed and the conservation plan has never been 
funded to provide population and habitat information. 

* Yellow-Billed Loon. USFWS announced it intends to do a 90-day status review of the 
Yellow-Billed Loon population in northern and western Alaska based on possible impacts due 
to disturbance and loss of habitat in the coastal and low tundra areas. This could affect 
village activities, including fishing and hunting, development, motorized access and 
other activities throughout the area if critical habitat is designated The state 
recently participated in a multi-party effort to develop a conservation plan for this

Subject: Trips with Fish and Game 



I want to extend an open invitation to you, Todd, and members of your staff to visit or participate in any of the 
activities, fiefd camps, special use areas, or surveys conducted or managed by the Alaska Department of Fish 
and Game. For example, as commissioner I am allowed to issue special permits for visitors (outside of the 
regular public lottery) to the McNeil River State Game Sanctuary for world-class viewing of coastal brown bears. 
Also, we conduct a number of interesting field projects (e.g., moose and caribou aerial surveys, radio-tagging of 
northern pike, stream-walk spawning surveys for salmon, medicinal baiting of wolves, etc.) that you could visit and 
join in. Your participation would not only be a boon to ADF&G staff, but also a way for you to become more 
acquainted with our programs and to see some of the lesser-visited portions of Alaska. 

Some particular ideas include: 

In a few weeks, the department In conjunction with the Hunter Heritage Foundation is conducting a weekend 
workshop of training activities called "Becoming an Outdoors Woman." BOW has become a very popular 
program, and I will be attending a portion of this June's program (June 15-17) at Lost Lake south of Fairbanks. 
As Alaska's premier 'outdoors woman" you would certainly be a welcome addition to this, or any future, program. 
Soon, we will likely be holding a BOW training session in Southeast Alaska. For information, please see:

Another trip idea wouid be to visit Kodiak, perhaps meet with fishermen, and then fly by charter to the south end 
of the island to view the set gill net and purse seine sockeye salmon fishery enroute to our Frazer Lake fishpass, 
where there are not only brown bears but also thousands of sockeye salmon ascending a fish ladder around a 
natural barrier falls. While passing through Kodiak city, ft might be possible to arrange a short trip on a small, 
local trawl or longline vessel, as well as visit some of the state and federal research and management facilities.

This fait you might be Interested in joining me on a potential trip to the Noatak and Kobuk Rivers, out of Kotzebue, 
In order to see the massive Northwest Arctic caribou herd and to see firsthand some of the contentious 
guide/outfitter/subsistence hunter conflicts occurring in that part of the state. And, there are certainly 
opportunities for me to help arrange for you to visit any of the national parks, national wildlife refuges, etc. around 
the state. 

More locally, there are opportunities for day trips, say to our fish wheel salmon counting program at Canyon 
Island on the Taku River south of Juneau in the mountains near the US/Canada border, or to our weir and fish 
wheel programs on the Chitkat and Chilkoot Rivers near Haines, overflights of some of the local commercial 
fisheries, or visits to local salmon hatcheries. 

If any of this strikes your fancy, please let me know, and we will work to accommodate your schedule and 
preferences.
